IN STATE GET 
HEALTH SERVICE 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 12 
—Almost balf a million persons 
in Florida are receiving county 
health unit service. This number 
is almost four times as great as 


the number benefited by county 
units on January 1, records of the 
state board of health show. At 
that time only three counties had 
units serving 120,200 residents. At 
prysent there are 14 such organ- 
izations serving 447,223 of Flor- 
fda's 1,106,777 persons. 

At the beginning of the year 
only Escambia, Leon and Jackson 
counties had full time health units. 
Since then health organizations 
have been started in Broward, 
Calhoun, Franklin, Gulf, Gadsden, 
Hillsborough, Liberty, Monroe, 
Pinellas, Taylor and Wakulla 
counties. 

In addition to’ the establish- 
ment of new health units several 
new bureaus of.the state health 
board have been started since the 
beginning of the year. Also a 
widespread program of health edu- 
cation has been started during the 
year. 

Two of the new bureaus recent- 
ly starting activity in the state 
are those of maternal and child 
health, denfal health and a tuber- 
cular clinic bureau. Those added 
earlier in the year were commun- 
icable diseases and health educa- 
tion. All new bureaus have started 
functioning with state-wide pro: 
grams under way this month. 

More and more citizens are be- 
ginning to realize the importance 
of local county health units and it 
is expected that several -more 
such organizations "will be com- 
pleted before the end of the year, 
Dr. W. A. McPhaul, state health 
officer, said. Several counties are 
awaiting büdget appropriations 
before organization of units, he
